(REPLICA OF AFRICAN DIAMOND MINE PROVIDES 
. 
THRILLS FOR A CENTURY OF PROGRESS VISITORS 


Chicago, 
OG.—A complete 
working model of a South African 
diamond mine with a 800-foot tun­ 
nel. a display of diamond polish­ 
ing and cutting In full operation, 
and almost a million dollars' worth 
of rare diamonds of all sites are on 
display at A Century of Progress— 
the Chicago World’s Fair. 
The display, known as the Dia­ 
mond Exhibit, la located In the 
General Exhibits Group of the Fair 
and Is sponsored by the (’hlcago 
Jewelers’ Association In co-opera­ 
tion with the Museum of Science 
and Industry. 
The mine tunnel Is fifteen feet 
beneath the floor of the General 
Exhibits building, below the level 
of Lake Michigan. 
A 28-foot dio­ 
rama of a typical South African 
diamond field surrounds the open­ 
ing of the pit. 
The visitor enters 
the tunnel by means of an elevator 
and forthwith is plunged 1,500 
feet into the depths of the earth, 
or so it serins. 
Actually the ele­ 
vator descends fifteen toet, but by 
means of endless, moving curtains, 
the rush of air. sound effects, and 
the damp, pungent smell of a mine, 
the illusion of a long descent Is 
created. 


Typical Diamond Mine. 
Down below, the visitor will find 
a typical diamond mine tunnel with 
every phase of diamond mining In 
fall operation. Miners drill for ove 
and load it onto a cart by which 
It Is hsuled to the compound. It) 
the compound, which is surrounded 
by African native huts and enclosed 
In 
barbed 
wire 
entanglements 
(electrically charged to prevent es­ 
cape) the diamond rock is pulver­ 
ized and reduced with water to a 
soupy condition. 
This fluid flows 
over the agitator tables where a 
special grease catches the dia­ 
monds. 
The rough diamonds are sorted 
and the pure gems of the Jewelry 
trade separated from the borts, 
which are used tn Industrial work 
only. 
The visitor Is then “rocketed” to 
the surface again, where he Is 
privileged to gaze upon almost a 
million dollars’ worth of rough 
tlamonda and gems, some of them 
>oaaeselng histories extending back 
lor centuries. One of these Is the 
Hots diamond of 42 carats, which 
>nce adorned the crown of the Em­ 
peror Maximilian of Mexico. The 
ilamond was loaned to the exhibi­ 
tors by Its present owner, Ferdi­ 


nand Hotz or Chicago. 
Little Is 
known of its origin, although re­ 
search by Mr. Uotz has revealed 
that It was probably found tn the 
diamond fields of Brazil long be­ 
fore the discovery of the great 
mines in South Africa. 
The mad 
Queen Charlotte fled with It to 
Spain after Maximilian had been 
killed during the revolt which end­ 
ed his reign. 
This Is the first 


exhibition of the diamond in fifteen 
years. 
Famous Jewels Displayed. 
The Boule necklace, an antique 
made of round diamonds mounted 
without drilling. Is another of the 
priceless pieces on display. 
A rough, uncut diamond of the 
enormous weight of 308 carats is 
one of the most valuable pieces In 
the collection. 
It Is planned later 


to add to the exhibit the famed 
Nassab diamond, a pure white gem 
of 78 carats, valued at a half a 
million dollars and with a history 
dating from the twelfth century. 
This priceless collection is housed 
In a burglar-proof cabinet of spe­ 
cial design, with glass sides au 
inch thick. The gems are mounted 
above two open safes, which are 
controlled by a photoel^ - ric cell.

Most dieta furnish enough to keep 
**ople alive, but not enough to pre­ 
rent poor appetite, poor digestion, 
mnstipatton, and other signs of 
»eing run down which may be re­ 
garded as warnings that the diet 
e not fully protective. 
W atch the Vitamins 
Ordinarily, it isn’t necessary to 
hink much about vitamins, if the 
liet contains enough milk, vegeta­ 
tes, fruit, eggs, butter, etc., and j 
•re are exposed to plenty of sun-1 
ihine. 
Then we will have enough 
»f every one of them. 
But when 
fou are living on 60 cents a day, it 
a necessary to do some pretty close 
Sguringgto be sure that enough 
ritamins arc being included. 
For that reason I am going to 
Sell you where to look for vitamins, 
and how to make sure you are re­ 
viving them. 
We know that at 
least 
five 
vitamins are 
needed. 
These have been named by letters, 
and hence are called vitamins A, 
B, C, D, and G. Every one of these 
vitamins is found in milk—one rea- 
lon for making sure that you have 
a quart of milk every day—but 
milk alone does not supply enough 
vitamins A, C or D for the beat 
living. Hence it is necessary to add 
to the diet a few other foods. 
The richest sources of vitamin C 
are raw vegetables, especially car­ 
rots, cauliflower and cabbage, and 
fruits, particularly oranges, lemons 
and tomatoes. 
For this reason you 
should have a liberal serving of 
tome raw vegetable or fruit every 
day. 
Tomatoes are an exception 
to the rule that foods for vitamin 
C must be raw. 
Whether fresh or 
canned they axe a most excellent 
source of Vitamin C and usually 
are aheap, especially canned.
